A Lesson for Dictators 


apie of Europe are obtaining valuable 
advice from the wars being waged through- 
out the world. The first chance that Herr Hitler 
and his friend, 11 Duce, had, of gauging the effec- 
tiveness of their modern implements of destruc- 
tion was the Ethiopian conquest. Great must have 
been their surprise when they saw that the bomb- 
ing and machine-gunning of civilians, big gun 
bombardments, and all Italy’s mechanized forces 
availed slowly against a poorly armed, ill-united 
foe. The two powerful dictators watched the 
Ethiopians revive guerilla warfare, a well-nigl: 
forgotien art in these days of trench digging, and 
effectively cut communication lines and destroy 
supply depots. This guerilla warfare still goes 
on in Ethiopia, and Mussolini has yet to find an 
effective way of conquering and subduing the 
natives, 

And then, to prove that defensive warfare has 
strengthened, along came the Spanish war. For 
the past two years the iron men of Europe have 
had a close-up view of a disorganized and poorly 
equipped Spanish people turning back chosen 
Icgions, armed with the modern contrivances of 
war. They have seen the Loyalists maintain their 
morale under constant pounding and able to re- 
sist every inch of Franco's advance. 

Further proof that these »ccurrences of the 
previous two wars were not accidents is present- 
ed in the Sino-Japanese clash, What was in the 
minds of Hitler and Mussolini, think you, when 
the Japs. were driven back and held on all fronts? 
When the well trained, modern army of the Rising 
Sun failed to advance in three months? 

The truth of the matter seems to be that, just 
us offensive warfare has been strengthened 
through modern war instruments, just so nmiuen 
more strong has defensive warfare become. Could 
Germany accomplish more against a well equipped 
modern army than Italy and Germany together 
have accomplished against the Spaniards? The 
lessons have been given to the dictators {rom three 
different points on the globe—what the world 
wants to know is whether they will profit from 
these lessons. We hope so. 
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even 
pretty—-rather the reverse, The lovely red tiger

But, 
these same people will turn up their noses when 
strawberries are on the market at a few cents a 
pound. If oysters were as cheap as sardinés, 
would they be prized as highly as now? There 
is another snob value attached to food which Is 
quite as ridiculous: Dress up a potato, or the 
homely onion, or anything in a foreign tongue, 
and it attains a value out of all proportion te its 
undressed title, “En salada de Manzanas of. 
potatas” sounds much mere thrilling and alluring 
than plain apple and potato. salad. Rechauffe, 
which is something warmed up, lends lustre io a 
bit of left-over turkey when it appears on the 
menu as “Dinde re chauffe.” 


Take a glass of milk—even it once caused a 
“fashion.” ‘Lovely ladies would meet in the morn- 
ing to drink “*Mtchnikoff.” “Mtchnikoff,” by the 
way, was the scientist who discovered the niedi- 
cinal qualities of sour milk. While the fashion 
lasted, daireis made a fine thing out of the humble 
glass of sour milk. When the bubble burst and 
it was discovered even the must humble could. 
make for themselves a glass of this beverage, the 
value went. “Langue de Coeuf a l’ecarte” sounds 
delightful, and it is heard to realize that only 
pickled tongue will. appear on our plates if we 
fall for it. Absurd, isn’t it? Yet. we are all 
tarred with the same brush in varying degrees. 

What will future generations think of thon. 
sands and thousands being paid for an old, ugly, 
faded stamp just because of its rarity, or a huge 
sum expended on an equally ugly painting or 
sculpture, because it was done by someone with 
a “big name.” ‘It seems crazy, yet it is done 
every day. | 


Talking of names, there is quite a big snob 
value attached to names in certain professions. 
At one time no one dared to try to sing in opera 
unless they rechristened themselves with some 
foreign or exotic name. It was considered ‘that 
only the Latin race had the God-given right to 
warble in opera, Madame Melba, whose glorious 
voice thrilled millions, was really just Nellie 
Armstrong, and she came from Melbourne, Aus- 
tralia, Madame Edwina, another opera star, was 
Mrs. Edwards of London. Americans are stop- 
ping, to some extent, this snohbery through their 
determination to sing under their everyday, ordi- 
nary sounding names—for example, Grace Moore, 
Lawrence Tibet, Richard Crooks, ete, 


In the same way it was considered that inas- 
ters of ballet were only to be found in Russia, yet 
one Russian ballet master owned that his “corps 
de ballet” was seventy-five per cent English 
speaking, though not a “Smith” or a “Jones” ap- 
peared on the program. Anten Dolin, one of the 
greatest of modern toe dancers, began life as just 
an Irish lad who rejoiced in the first name: of 
Patrick. 

The Philosophy of Snob Valuation runs true 
right through everything connected with our daily 
lives—look at some of the expensive modern fur- 
niture: A chair seat sat on beautiful shiny chrom- 
ium bars, and a chromium bar for a back rest, 
cannot spell comfort, but women are mortgaging 
their future to possess some. Modern furniture has 
nothing on some of the abominably uncomfortable 
antique furniture which also commands huge 
figures, Isn’t it pure snobbery which gives these 
articles their value? 

In:the same way, velvet is more prized than 
silk, silk than rayon, linen than cotton. So it goes. 

Pets!--even they have a snob value. Dogs 
and cats, unless rare and often ugly, are “out.” 
.ion cubs, alligators, monkeys and anything out 
of the way are the only things prized by the mon- 
ied film stars and others. 

Aren’t we all foolish in this respect? Our 
sense of values is allowed to run anuck. Surely 
an article’s value should be its usefulness, or the 
pleasure it gives us. If dyed rabbit can keep us 
warm, why languish to posses mink? If a pretty 
patterned rayon suits our purse, and is pleasing 
to look at, why yearn for hand-painted georgette? 

However, we are all human, and the unattain- 
uble is always the most desirable. Snob valua- 
tion will always be our standatd of values as 
wealth is so unevenly distributed.

No director may vote, or even 
be present at a meeting of the 
board when loans in which he 
has any interest are under dis- 
cussion. 

The law prevents a bank from 
doing certain things. A bank is 
prohibited from lending on 
mortgages, for loans must be of 
short term and quickly realiz- 
able. 

A bank is forbidden to engage 
in trade. It must not buy, or 
lend against its own shares or 
the shares of any other char- 
tered bank. No bank, bank 
director, or bank employee is 
allowed to hold shares in the 
Bank of Canada, 

A bank must not let its name 
appear on certain prospectuses, 
nor may any of its staff repre- 
sent insurance companies. 

There are heavy penalties 
laid down for violation of any of 
these and other provisions of 
The Bank ‘Act.

ning was not bluffing when he 
offered every assistance to the 
provincial Government if it want- 
ed to establish a bank. They 
noted that the capital cost of 
founding a bank, through -a Fed- 
_eral Government charter as re- 
quired by constitution, amounts 
to just about the same amount as 
the sum being spent out of tax- 
payers’ contributions this year on 
Social Credit propaganda and on 
indemnities paid to the Legisla- 
ture. They observed, further, that 
if the Government did ohey the 
_Legislature’s instructions to in- 
vestigate feasibily ofa: provin- 
cial ‘bank, the Government must 
have found that the banking busi- 
= would be no gold mine, after 


Yet a provincial bank would 
have the same authority, the 
same powers and. the same re- 
Strictions as any other chartered 
bank in Canada. If it were true, 
as the Premier and his supporters 
claim, that banks can. “create” 
money, then the Provincial Gov- 
ernment by establishing a bank 
could create money and so sup- 
ply the dividends and the pur- 
chasing power which it claims 
are needed. It could even put all 
the other chartered banks out of 
business as far as Alberta is con- 
cerned. 


If banks really had the pow- 
ers that Mr. Aberhart claims they 
have, then a provincial bank 
would allow the Alberta Govern- 
ment to fulfill its election 
pledges. If the Premier really 
thought that Finance Minister 
Dunning was “binffing” about a 
provincial bank, then it plainly 
was up to Mr. Aberhart to ‘cals 
that bluff, for the benefit of the 
citizens cf Alberta, , 


If he thinks he can establish a 
bank profitably, he is not doing 
his duty as Premier of Alberta 
as long as he refrains from it, 
declared political observers as 
they remarked that there is every 
indication that the present char- 
tered banks would be pleased to 
have the Government take over 
the responsibility of all banking 
in this Province, because the 
banks lose heavily by it now. 

Powell Departs 

Other events of last week 
around the Legislative Buildings 
included the departure of G. F. 
Powell, Social Credit “expert,” 
who came here almost a year ago 
from England, ostensibly to pre- 
pare a Social Credit plan which 
still is lacking, and who has de- 
voted himself chiefly to propa- 
ganda (some of which led to his 
three-month jail term. for crimi- 
nal libel). Mr. Powell left for 
England Saturday night entirely 
by his own desire, and is not ‘ex- 
pected back here. He drew $12 
for almost every day he spent 
here since last June.

TURNER VALLEY PRICES 
MUST COMPETE 
WITH MONTANA 


Why the fed ‘of Turner Val- 
ley crude oil must be kept at a 
level having a very definite re- 
lationship to the price of Mon- 
{ana oil was explained in a 
memorandum submitted to the 
Tariff Board of Canada recently 
by F. G. Cottle, Chief Auditor of 
the Alberta Board of Public Utili- 
ties Commissioners. The memo- 
randum was as follows : 

“Although Montana crude oil 
cannot compete with Turner Val- 
ley crude at Calgary refineries, 
it can quite definitely compete at 
refineries in Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba or at Coutts, This 
statement is based on the assump- 
tion that the price of Turner 
Valley crude must be low enough 
to secure the Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba markets. 

“The lower crude prices in 
Montana result in lower refinery 
prices of finished products, This 
means lower refined prices, not 
only in southern Alherta but, by 
reason of the basis of the Alberta 
price structure, over the entire 
provinee. Lower refined product 
prices in Alberta naturally re- 
quire lower crude prices for ‘Tur- 
ner Valley. so that crude prices 
in Montana control the price in 
Turner Valley independently of 
the product competition offerea 
by Montana crude in Saskatche- 
wan and Manitoba.” 


‘Today the Lacombe Golf and 
Country Club has one of the 
finest golf courses in Alberta— 
niné holes of beauty in the most 
pieturesque surroundings of na- 
ture.

It was found by a committee 
that the land west of town known 
as Hyde Park was very suitable 
property. for the location of a 
golf course, and the group recom- 
mended it to the new organiza- 
tion after conferring with Crit- 
tenden, the “pro” of the Mayfair 
Golf Club of Edmonton at that 
time. Hyde Park was then a 
subdivided part of the town and 
is at present owned by the town. 

Thus it was decided where the 
site of Lacombe’s course was to 
be, and later arrangements were 
made whereby the land was ob- 
tained on ua 20-year lease. At 
first it was proposed to use, the 
name of “The St. Andrew’s Club” 
but it was changed, to become 
known as “The Lacombe Golf and 
Country Club.’
